0407000 (CRIMINOLOGY) is 
intended to be -used only when an announcement is too general to fit »to one 
of the specific terms listed' beneath it, or when a specific announcement can- 
not reasonably be fit into one of the specif ic terms . For these reasons, 
faculty members may wish to list the subtopic (0407000, CRIMINOLOGY), along 
with one or\more of *the specific codes which are of interest to them. In this 
instance the faculty members would receive announcements coded to the specific 
' codes that were marked, as well as those announcements (which may or may not 
interest them), which have been coded to the general subtopic ^only. Again, it 
is hoped that agency officers will endeavor to use specific codes, and avoid 
coding announcements 'with a subtopic code only, thereby limiting most of the 
"generally" coded announcements to those which are general.

¥ The beginning of the New Year aeema an appropriate time to take atock of 
where we are in the Keyword Tfresaurua Ptfojact.* This letter is being aent to all 
participanta to update you on the atatus of this project* 

Agency representatives >pnd university consultants met briefly in Washington 
in November and clarified some points on coding and procedures. Dr. Lynn Carroll 
Carroll ia implementing this project at NSP and reported that, to his surprise, 
the NSF Program Officers were enthusiastic about the project and even though the 
coding was time-consuming, they liked the idea of k the thesaurus and standardising 
keywords and codes. The tone of the meeting was. very positive, and both univer- 
sity and government participants were quite optimistic about the progress to date 
and the potential benefits of this program. 

The first coded program announcement was that of NEH's Division of Education 
Programs* NSF has coded a number of program announcements, and we should be see- 
ing those very soon. The NSF Bulletin for February will be coded and will also 
contain a very short description of the project by way of explaining "the signifi- 
cance of the codes to those who are not participating in t;he project. NEH will 
also publish a very brief explanation in its publications. NIE'will also be cod- 
ing its announcements in the near future. NSP will not be coding its RFP's, 
since bnly five percent of them go to academic institutions, while the'remairiing 
ninety^flve percent go to business or industrial firms. ' "'J 

NSF has awarded the project an ^additional $6,000 to enable us to iticreas^ 
the number of colleges and universities participating in the* project. Approxi^ 
mately 130 institutions have requested and received copies of the Thesaurus. In 
an, effort to increase the level of participation, we sent out f liers 'to everyope* 
on the mailing list of The National Council of University Research Administrators 
(NCURA) - about 1,600 persons. (Some of you who are already participating jbay 
have received a copy of the flier.) We have received over 200 additional requests 
to participate in the project, and we hope to have a total , of 350 participants. 
We ar^ quite pleased with the response of the college and university research 

offices. / .

To date, wa hava sent the Keyword Theeaurua to juat over 700 peraona who requeated 
it in behalf of colleges and universities, libraries, publiihing housee, and buei-, 
neaa firms. We ask you to continue evaluating the project through December 31, 
1983. We wtll need your aupport in the form of suggestions for reviaione aa well 
aa your evaluation of the effectiveness of the Thesaurus in helping you to identify, 
the content of coded vs. uncodecl announcemehta and to match j;he ennouncementa td 
the appropriate faculty members. 

A number of medical schools and several hospitals requested the Thesaurus, but 
found that it would be, of limited use to them since it contains few medical terms.
